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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' argunnents do not overcome the 
prior art. 

In particular, Applicants' arguments directed toward the limitation of "converting the logic into corresponding object-oriented code," etc., 
are unpersuasive because the recited step is implicit and inherent in a computer system that receives a graphical model and executions a 
simulation thereon. Certainly Applicants are not arguing that the references disclose a computer processor that directly executes 
graphical models rather than computer code. 

Applicants* arguments directed toward "means for integrating the object oriented code with the main simulation system ..." etc. are 
unpersuasive because of the citations provided in the rejection. 

Applicants' arguments directed toward "object oriented code" being not functionally equivalent to the prior art are unpersuasive because 
this is merely attorney argument absent any evidence. Applicants' have only presented the allegation that the claimed invention is 
different but have not demonstrated how or why it Is different. 

Applicants' arguments that the Examiner does not appear to assert any specific passages that teach an interface configured "to interact 
with a simulator user..." etc., are unpersuasive because obviousness cannot be shown by what the Examiner has cited, but rather what 
the references teach. The Examiner maintains that the references either teach such an interface or it would have been obvious to a 
person of ordinary skill in the art in light of those references. . 
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
